Two weeks later. I was back in the States, this hme with Peter 
Davison, on a whistle -stop tour of Florida. We appeared at 
three, one-day Festivals in Tampa, Gainesville and Tallahas- 
see and apart from talking to the fans and signing auto- 
graphs and answering questions, Peter and I did a multitude 
of news interviews, radio shows and iVappearances (includ- 
ing pledges) while we were touring, Once again all credit to 
Ron and Chad and their team at DWFCA for their organisa- 
tion. I thoroughly enjoyed meeting a new group of fa ns each 
day, and 1 know Peter did too. 

It was in between these two Festival weekends that the news 
broke about the "resting" of Doctor Who. Much has been 
written of late about what happened and what's happen- 
ing now, so perhaps I can try to set the record straight 


The decision to rest the show was made by Michael Grade, 
Controller of BBC I and Bill Cotton, Managing Director of BBC 
Television. Michael Grade wants to present a large amount 
of new BBC drama in the next year and the BBC currently is 
u na b l e to aff ord to ma ke a 1 1 1 ha t d ra ma a nd Docto r Who th is 
year, due to financial problems. However, Doctor Who, 
although it will have missed a season, will be back in produc- 
tion in 1986 ready for a UK transmission in Autumn 1986. 

The new series will star Colin Baker and Nicola Bryant; Eric 
Saward will be Script Editor and I shall be producing. 

I hope that Colin, Nicola and l will be able to spend some 
more time in the States later in the year, at future Festivals, 
when, perhaps, we can give you more information. 

In support of Doctor Who, a record has been released in the 
UK called, "Doctor in Distress." it features a specially as- 
sembled group of pop stars and show business luminaries, 
collectively called "Who Cares," and all proceeds will go to 
one of the cancer funds. From the UK pop worfd, on the 
record, are The Moody Blues's Justin Hayward and John 
Lodge, Bucks Fizz's Bobby G and Hazel! Dean, Mi quel Brown, 
Earlene Bentley, Ultra vox's Warren Conn. Hot Gossip, Matt 
Bianco, etc., etc., etc. and from Doctor Who are Colin Baker, 
Nicola Bryant Anthony Ainley, Nicolas Courtney and Faith 
Brown (Hast from "Attack of the Cybermen"). 

At the time of writing, there is just one final story of the Doctor 
Who 1984/1985 season to air on TV--" Revelation of the Dal-, 
eks." I'm very pleased indeed with the way this story has 
worked out, It is a very exciting "Black Comedy," featuring, of 
course, Davros as welt as the Daleks, A fitting climax to the 
season of thirteen 45-minute episodes. 

Incidentally, when we return with the next season in 1 986, we

I am sitting next to Katy Manning, in a block-long limousine, 
somewhere in downtown St. Louis. Also present in the limo 
are the Three Musketeers: Ron, Chad and Todd, plus a cou- 
ple of nice guys called Bill. There is a TV in the limo, showing 
"The Green Death/' At the moment, Nick Courtney is on the 
screen talking urgently, but Inaudibty, into a telephone. 
Chad grabs the lime's phone. "Yes, Nick, what is it7' He 
seems surprised and hurt when Nick fails to reply. We are all 
on our way to appear on local TV, live, for a "Who" fund-raiser. 
As l lean back in the lime's cushions it occurs to me that the 
Doctor has done it again-snatched me from the (relatively) 
sane life of a BBC TV producer, and put me into a world of 
fantasy. 

How did it alt begin? It began for me In September 1979, with 
a letter on impressively headed, yellow, parchment-type 
notepaperfroma certain Jean-Marc Lofficierof Los Angeles- 
-which sounds pretty unlikely for a start, The letter began: 

Dear Mr, Dicks, 

I am contributing editor and U S. correspondent of the 
French Cinema magazine 'LEcran Fantastique" \ have 
been asked to prepare a dossier on Doctor Who... Consider- 
ing your long-standing involvement with the series, I wonder 
if you would be so kind as to answer the enclosed questions 

The questions were attached to the letter-thirty-three of 
them. 

To begin with, my impulse was to file the letter in the waste- 
paper basket but a combination of things prevented me. 
The questions were interesting and well thought out The 
tone of the letter was courteous end civilised, and I have 
always had great affection for France and the French. There 
was something endearingly crazy about the idea of a 
Frenchman in Los Angeles writing a dossier on Doctor Who for 
a country which had never shown the programme. And, 
perhaps the mysterious M, Loff icier was an important film 
producer who would whisk me off fo a highly paid, script- 
writing assignment In Hollywood. So r 1 answered the ques- 
tions.

Later, in October, Jean-Marc wrote back, thanking me for 
the answers and mentioning that there was to be a "Who" 
convention in L. A, in December-asfar as he knew, the first 
completely "Who" based con in the United States. 1 was 
amazed and intrigued. At the time, I didn't think there were 
enough "Who" fans in America to hold a convention. In my 
time on "Who," in the Pertwee years, one or two shows had 
sold on syndication in America, they were received with 
what seemed like roars of silence What i'd forgotten, of 
course, was that in the following five years a sizeable batch 
of Tom Baker episodes had sold in America and they were 
beginning to make an impact. 

Now, I'd always wanted to go to Los Angeles--ah, Hollywood! 
And, Laker Airway shad just started cheap fares to the US. So, 

I wrote back to Jean-Marc saying I was interested to hear 
there was a "Who" convention in LA, and did he think they'd 
mind if 1 came? Jean-Marc wrote back saying they'd be 
delighted if I came and would I like to be a Guest of Honour, 
and if I was coming to LA would I like to stay with him and his 
wife, Randy. Which is how all this lunacy began. 

I went to that first Doctor Who convention expecting, I'm not 
sure what-a handful of fans huddled in a basement room 
perhaps? Instead, I found what seemed like a cast of thou- 
sands, a surprising number of them wearing long scarves 
and floppy hats, not to mention the Leelas, Daleks, Davroses 
and an entire squad of UNIT soldiers. 

You must remember that the Eng lisb conventions I'd attend- 
ed had consisted of a fairly small number of fairly serious- 
minded fans. By and large they don't dress up at conven- 
tions in England. So, by the time I'd met my twentieth Tom 
Baker, not to mention a fair number of Hartnells, Troughtons, 
and Pertwees, t was pretty stunned, 

I retired, to what we call the loo and you call the john, for a 
few r moments of peace and quiet, Just as l was leaving, a 
dynamic, Cagney-sized figure marched up tome. "Terrance 
Dicks? I'm Harlan Ellison. I've come to introduce you." Not 
only Doctors and monsters in the main area, tout living 
legends in the loo! I'd admired Harlan Ellison's work for years 
and admired, particularly, his introduction to the American 
editions of the Doctor Who books. If you haven't time or 
money for Peter Haining's big "Celebration" book, and need 
some more background on the show, get ahold of an Amer- 
ican edition of a "Who" book and read Harlan's introduction. 
Ifs funny, informed and accurate -he's a real fan. 

So that was it, my first ride on the magic carpet, f gave my 
talk, I answered questions, l met and talked to hundreds of 
Americanfans. I heard about truly appalling things done to 
the show by U.S. TV-episodes cut, commentated on, sand- 
wiched between scenes from the last episode and previews 
of the nexf-effectiveiy destroying all suspense II heard of 
transmission times of amazing frequency, going on all round 
the clock, i'll swear someone told me they always watched 
th© show at 4:00 am in Houston, Texas, "Four a m, in Hous- 
ton" I thought, "and still we get fans!" It seemed as if "Who" 
was making its way in America, in spite of al l that the stations 
could do to it. 

Later, I watched the showing of "Robot," the first Tom Baker 
"Who" episode (and the first I'd written after being script 
editor), shown before an audience who laughed and 
cheered, clapped and whistled, ft was intoxicating stuff for a 
scriptwriter. TV audiences don't applaud, or if they do, you 
don't hear them. And that, of course, was only the beginning. 
Later, tha nks to a BBC strike which left them free, Tom Baker 
and th© then -producer, Graham Williams, turned up at the 
last moment and were, I think, almost literally stunned by 
the ecstatic reception given to Tom, who stared, wide-eyed, 
at the crowds and murmured, "What can I say to them? 
What can l possibly say?" I told him not to worry, He could 
have stretched out on the table and gone to sleep and they 
would have stood in line just to look at him. 


Since then, there must have been hundreds, mayb© thou- 
sands of conventions in America wholly or partly concerned 
with Doctor Who, 1 haven't been to all of them -the re' d be no 
time for anything else. And, naturally enough, what the fans 
want to see is the Doctors, and then the Companions. If s the 
faces on the screen that hold the magic. But one way or 
another l have been around "Who" for quite a long time, 
what with six years as script editor in the Trough ton and 
Pertwee years, well over fifty Doctor Who books, and a hand- 
ful of scripts, most recently the "Five Doctors Anniversary Spe- 
cial." ("I guess we could say you're durable," an American 
fan once said. Ifs a compliment 1 treasure.) 

So, o nee or twi ce , or maybe th ree or four ti mes a yea r, I get a n 
invitation and a plane ticket. I've been dragged onto the 
stage at a hula-hula show in Florida, been given a four of the 
French Quarter in New Orleans, seen Houston and Galves- 
ton, Hollywood and New York, and a lot of other places 
whose names were only legends. I've enjoyed it all immen- 
sely, To Englishmen of my generation, brought up on the 
Hollywood movies, all of America is a kind of romantic 
dream, and visiting the U.S. is as enjoyable and as unlikely as 
visiting the Land of Oz. 

And, of course, it isn't just the places, ifs the people. Ifs 
significant, i think, that the whole experience began with 
making a friend, The Doctor Who dossier eventually grew into 
the "Doctor Who Programme Guide," and Jean-Marc and I 
became good friends, visiting each other when we can. We 
even went out to spend Christmas with them, the year before 
last. When we arrived in LA, the immigration official asked 
what we were doing in America, and 1 said, "Visiting friends." 
He studied the Dicks family Itne-up-me, my wife and three 
sizeable sons and drawled, "They must be real good friends!" 
And so they are. 

Friendliness has been the main characteristic of my conven- 
tion trips, endless kindness, generosity and hospitality. I could 
fill this column with the names of th© friends and helpers 
who've looked after me, in one way and another, on all my 
visits to the States, but it would take too tong. But many 
thanks to all of you-you know who you are! 

One convention seems to have led to another over these last 
few years, rangi ng from small, fanorga nised affai rs to the big 
bash in Chicago last year, There, l wrote the opening sketch 
(starring Jon Pertwee. Patrick Troughtori, Us Sladen and Nick 
Courtney) more or less overnight- --typed, distributed and sort 
of rehearsed it, and turned them loose. They were a smash! 
Still with casting like that... 

I met a lot of old friends and generally had a heck of a time. 
One memorable night, I signed three thousand posters 
between 8:00 p.m. and 2:00 am, with the back up of three, 
devoted helpers (one to fetch the posters; one to take them 
away, and one to bring the beer). When the last one was 
signed it was like the end of the Olympic Games. (Thanks, 
team!) 

But all these conventions, large or small, seemed to have one 
thing in common, or rather three things, the Three Musket- 
eers: Ron, Chad and Todd. They would materialise, TARDIS- 
tike, in whatever lecture room, dealers' room or hotel lobby I 
found myself in, lure me away, and force food and drink on 
me, never a difficult task, it came to quite a few laughs and 
drinks over the years. So, when Ron called me and said he'd 
tracked down Katy Manning in Australia, and would I come 
and do a brief tour with her, how could t refuse? 

We hit three towns in three days, Madison, Chicago and St. 
Louis-like old-fashioned barnstormers or present-day rock 
groups, Katy was as stunning, as short-sighted and as scat- 
terbrained as when I first helped Barry Letts to cast her as Jo 
Grant on Doctor Who. She lost three room keys, a sock and 
her plane ticket and headed unerringly for any large, solid 
obstruction or any hole in the ground. (There's a special 
technique to looking after Katy, You take her hand, put one 
arm around her and lead her gently from point to point. 
There is never a shortage of volunteers for this chore.) 
Between us w© evolved a double act that went down a 
treat-the Laurel and Hardy of the convention circuit I 

And, we ended up in this limo r heading for the TV station, 
where Katy delivered a confused but inspiring version of the 
Gettysburg Address. I'm a little vague on what I said- 
excitement, no doubt-tout, it seemed to go down okay. 

Back to the Elmo, the hotel, and next day on the plan© to 
England. Now, back in the real world, l try to remember and 
re-create the experience and convince myself that it realty 
happened. But it did. (Reality is a crutch for people who 
can't handle science fiction conventions. )Whaf s more, one 
day if II probably happen again. 

Until then, thanks for having me over, ifs been fun.

can fans. 

KM: Weil I was left speechless. They were very charming 
and generous and truly bright. Fans are typically mis- 
understood, at least In Australia. Often people think 
that tans, of any type, are weird and they're not.

WT: Right, fm not sure how to take that! What have you

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Frequently, you hear the phrase "vintage Doctor Who," cer- 
tainly, It can be applied to "The Aztecs,'" It is Doctor Who story 
number six from the first season, transmitted May 23, 1964 
through June 13, 1964. Unlike today's credits, the Doctor is 
listed as Dr. Who, played by William Hartnell. The regular east 
includes William Russell (Ian Chesterton), Jacqueline Hill 
(Barbara Wright) and Carole Ann Ford (Susan Foreman), 
Unlike modern stories, each episode of "The Aztecs" was 
named. They are "The Temple of Evil * "The Warriors of 
Death" 'The Bridge of Sacrifice /'and "The Day of 
Darkness.'" Thereare basically three sets: the 
temple, the Garden of Peace and the warriors' 
den. Credit the designer Barry Newbery* for 
wonderfully simple, yet detailed and 
believably accurate sets. Unlike most 
modern stories, "The Aztecs" seemed like 
a televised, four-act play The now 
famous title music was done by 
Ron Grainer and BBC Radiophonic 
Workshop and while they listed 
Marcus Dods in the credits, as 
the conductor, one can only 
envision a conductor in 
front of one or two 
musicians! It sounds 
primitive, to say the least. 

Also, the incidental 
music by Richard 
Bennett sounds 
equally archaic, 
by today's 
standards.

All in all, "The Aztecs" was really enjoyable 
Its too bad we can't see It on TV, However, the 
book is in print (written by John Lucarotti, published 
by W,H. Allen), and you should read it. The quality of the 
tape Whoquarters has is completely viewable, but not really 
Doc tor Who Festival Tour quality' -but "Who" knows, one 


speciality;

atoll the artifacts, 
and places an 
ancient bracelet on 
her wrist. She accidentally 
trips a trap door that leads 
into the temple. There, she is 
discovered by some Aztec 
guards, led by the High Priest of 
Knowledge, Autloc (played by 
Keith Py ot), and the High Priest of 
Sacrifice, Tiotoxl ( played by John 
Ringham); the obvious good and evil of 
the Aztec society. They mistake Barbara 
for the incarnation of Yetaxa and accept 
her as such. Barbara seems bent on 
changing the Aztecs" sacrificing ways,.. much 
to the Doctors chagrin. The two time travellers 
have o bitter argument over the matter, with 
the Doctor emphatically stating, "You cannot 
re- writ© history* not one line of it." Unlike 
companions of later years, Barbara has a mind of 
her own and she openly defies the Doctor, Ian 
becomes the appointed Chief of the Aztec Warriors but 
finds himself in competition with the Chosen Leader, 
Ixta (ployed by Ian Cullen). Going against the "nan- 
violent" attitude, that everyone seems to think of regarding 
the Doctor Who series, the final scene has Ian and Ixta 
fighting; Ian flips the warrior off the top of a pyramid, 
to his death! Meanwhile, Susan interferes with a human 
sacrificeand is sentenced by Tiotoxl. However, Barbara 
forbids the punishment and arranges for Susan to be 
taught the Aztec way in a sort of private Aztec school. 

While all this is going on, the Doctor is scheming, trying to find 
the secret passage back into the tomb, so they can escape 
in the TARDIS. That seems to be the plot, not really a saving- 
anyone type of $toY* just escaping. Harness Doctor is unlike 
any of the others (maybe most like Colin Baker, but just a 
tad). While being an irracible old goat, the first Doctor shows 
how deceitfully cunning he can be, as well as ruthless and 
even dishonest! In "The Aztecs," the Doctor even woos a 
woman in the Garden of Peace (a retirement village where 
people, of 52 years or more, spend the rest of their lives) to 
gain information on how to get into the tomb. The woman, 
Carmeca (played by Margot van der Burgh), is actually led 
to believe the Doctor is in love with her and planning, wed- 
lock! Yes, to Hartnell's Doctor, the ends justify the means.. 
Normally, when we think of theTimelordsof Gallifrey, we think 
of learned scholars with the highest of morals. The more we 
learn about the Doctor, however (especially in "The Aztecs"), 
he Isa "street-wise", sea t-of-t he -britches scholar with his own 
particular set of morals and ways of doing things. I was 
shocked in the very last scene. They escape from the Aztec 
temple and go back to the tomb and the TARDIS. Barbara 
takes off all the artifacts, including the serpent bracelet and 
leaves them all exactly as she found them The Doctor does 
the same with his, but whdh Barbara is well Inside the TARDIS, 
Hartnell looks around, thinks for a moment and goes back 



Deciding what is wrong with a particular episode is an easy 
task, on the whole. Deciding what is right, though, is difficult. 
So many elements go into a show that it is hard to say which 
is best. So it is with "The Daemons," a Jon Pertwee story, 
written by Terra nee Dicks and Barry Letts (under the pseudo- 
nym "Guy Leopold").

Ever/ one of the Pertwee-era 
shows has a different flavor. They range from 
the Machiavellian ("Inferno") and camp ("Terror of 
the Au tons'"), to classic pulp science fiction ("The Green 
Death"). If you we re to classify "Daemons it would be gothic 
horror (a la HP. Lovecraft and August Derfith), The theme 
is virtually the same-a "daemon" is awakened, from ages 
past on the eve of an occult festival 

The story opens with a discussion between Jo and the Doctor 
about what ma kes up "magic." Jo is a firm believer in magic; 
the Doctor rationally explains it as, "a way to explain what o 
simple mind doesn't understand." 

After viewing a local "white witch," on BBC 1, warn a professor 
about the danger his project poses to life, the Doctor runs off 
to the digging site at Devil's End The "forces at work" try to 
stop the Doctor from arriving, by switching a signpost 
around. The Doctor does arrive, though, just in time to witness 
an intrusion into the barrow. When the seal is broken, a force 
is released which kills the professor and injures the Doctor. 

in the meantime, Mike Votes and John Benton are watching 
a cricket match, They switch to BBC 1 and witness the after- 
math of the death of the professor and decide to go to 
Devil's End to help the Doctor. When they arrive. It is still 
"touch and go" as to whether the Doctor will survive. When 
he recovers (did you have any doubt?), the Doctor finds that 
there is a heat shield surrounding the town, ft stops the 
Doctor and company from getting out, and the Brigadier 
and UNIT from getting in. 

To further complicate matters, the Doctor discovers that the 
Master is posing as the town vicar, using the fatin word for 
"Master" as his noma It seems os if the Master is, once again, 
at the root of all the goings on. He has awakened a stone 
demon named Bok and is using him to help awaken Azal, 
the last Daemon left on Earth. 

The Daemons are a race of Pan-like beings who helped 
shape human history many millenia ago. Azal remained 
behind, slumbering in the Devil's Hump at Devil's End, await- 
ing the day he would wake and pass his power on to one 
man, or destroy the Earth as a failed experiment. The Master 
awakens Azal and tries to convince him to give him the 
power. Azal, though, is not certain. 

The Doctor argues with Azal, trying to convince him to go 
home and forget h i s m ission . Aza I d i sse n ts, but i s so moved by 
the Doctor's concern for humanity that he decides to pass 
h i s po we r o n to th e Doc tor. Th e Doctor i s c on vi need t hat th i s 
absolute power will corrupt and gives a firm "no" to the offer, 
Azal sees this as an all or nothing proposal; he decides to 
give his power to the Master and kill the Doctor. 

Jo, in an effort to repay the countless times the Doctor has 
saved her life, puts herself between the Doctor and Azal. The 
Daemon, confused by this act of sacrifice, tells the group to 
leave the church, and then destroys himself and the church . 
The Master tries to escape in Bessie, but the Doctor, through 
some unexplained magic of his own, makes the car return to 
him and thus the Master is captured. Th© story ends with the 
townspeople dancing around the Maypole, and the Brigad- 
ier and Mike Votes nipping off to the pub for a quick pint. 

From the first crack of thunder on that storm-swept night, to 
the bright, sunny May Day celebration, i was on the edge of 
my seat. The story moves at a very even, deliberate pace and 
never drags. The acting by the regular ensemble is even 
better than usual. For once, the music is used right— as an 
enhancer for the story and not as a filler for a slow part in the 
script.

Vengeance 
on Varos 


"Vengeance 
on Varos" is 
one of the most 
unusual Doctor 

Wtio stories. Most "Who" stories seem to be for children 
AN D ad u its; "Vengeance" is strictly for adults! The story 
takes place on the planet Varos sometime in the twenty 
third century. Varos is, in reality, a very sophisticated prison 
planet run by the descendants of the officers who originally 
ruled it. The inhabitants either work hard all day (or night), 
watch very carefully censored television, or are in prison! 

The TARDIS seems to be broken down (for a change) in deep 
space and the only thing that can effectively repair it is the 
mineral Ziton 7, Using th© last of its energy, the Doctor and 
Peri manage to navigate to Varos, Once there, they find a 
prisoner, Jondar (played by Jason Connery - son of Sean 
Connery), about to be executed in front of a spellbound 
television audience. You see, the Varosians' television pro- 
gramming is restricted to torture, murder, executions and 
fights to the death! The Doctor and Peri save Jondar only to 
be captured and taken to the Governor's headquarters 
where there or© four or five of the most sinister characters I've 
ever seen on Doctor Who, in one story. The Governor (played 
by Martin Jarvis) seems, on one hand, cruel, and the perfect 
leader of these maniac prison officials, and on other hand, 
there seems to be an underlying, sympathetic, intelligent 
nature about him. His tough, never-changing expression 
never allows you to know quite how he feels, until th© end of 
the show. Jarvis does a great acting job, creating a charac- 
ter sometimes emotionless and sometimes filled with emo- 
tion, Great, Forbes Collins plays the part of the Governor's 
right- hand-man, the Chief. Again, superb casting and 
superb acting. I never knew exactly whose side the Chief was 
on, if any side at all Another character was Guiflam (played 
by Nicholas Chagrin), who, although definitely evil, was 
much more of a mad man. He "experimented" on prisoners 
Again, great acting; a g reat ma ke -up j ob 

The best of alf the villains is Sfl (played by Nabi! Shabin). fn 
fact, the character rivals Michael Wisher's Davros from 
'Genesis of the Daleks." Sil represents the Galitron Mining 
Compa ny; they pay th e Va ros ia ns so I i ttle fo r the i r Z i ton 7 that 
the planet is in constant poverty. Above all, he is without a 
doubt the most wonderfully evil, most disgusting little crea- 
ture one can imagine. There is not one shread of goodness or 
compassion in him His sickening laugh, h is rolling white eyes 


peering from behind his slimy greenish-brown skin leaves 
the viewer with no other ©motion but a sincere hatred 
for this little lizard-worm. The performance by Mr, 
Shabin equals that-given by th© Doctor. 


Colin Baker is magnificent. Typically, Colin's 
"larger-than-life" personality carries him 
through many a scene. However, in 
"Vengeance," he shows off his real 
abilities as an actor, not only in his 
movements, dialogue and wit, but 
in silence— in a scene where he and 
Jondar are about to be hanged. 
He is witty and sharp-tongued, 
but at the same time he 
creates a wild sense of 
tension, quietly awaiting 
his execution A super job.

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Throughout the early years of Doctor Who, the 
Daleks were an important part of the series. 

Whenever people thought of the Doctor, 

►mages of evil Daleks would naturally pop Into 
their minds. However, at the end of the fourth 
season, just after ' The Evil of the Daleks/" all 
that changed, Terry Motion, the creator of the 
villains, withdrew the right to use the Daleks 
in the show. It was his intention to capitalize on 

the moderate success of the two Dalek { 

movies, and launch a Dalek TV series in fhe^H 
United States. Unfortunately, no one came up ^ 
with the money needed to make the pilot episode; the show 
never got off the ground. The Daleks were not seen on Doctor 
Who for nearly five years. 

"Evil of the Daleks" dealt with the "final" destruction of the 
Daleks. In the show, the Doctor is blackmailed into helping 
the Daleks refine "the human factor," which they believed 
would ena ble them to achieve a lasting victory over all other 
races. What they didn't consider, was that the "new" Daleks 
would begin to think for themselves. In short, the Doctor 
caused a civil war. 

Fresh from helping lay waste to the scourge of the Universe, 
the Doctor tackled the Cybermen problem once again. In 
"The Tomb of the Cybermen" he faced a new twist, the 
introduction of the Cybermat, a robotic silverfish that has a 
nasty bite. The idea behind introducing the Cybermatis the 
world's second oldest*- merchandising. It was thought that 
the Cybermat would provide the same sort of springboard 
that the Dalek gave to Terry Motion. There was a problem 
though, with the story: it was extremely violent, which caused 
an outcry among the very people who would be buying the 
product. British toy companies, fearing the" worst, stayed 
away from the Cybermat, 


In "The Ice Warriors" a new 
precedent was set. Although 
"trailers" for the next story had 
been around for a while, the 
one made for the "The Ice 
Warriors" was unique. Each week, 
since "The Macro Terror," the 
audience had been treated to 
scenes from the next episode. 
A special scene, not used in 
the show, was created for 
"The Ice Warriors." The scene 
ended with a shadowy glimpse 
of an Ice Warrior, it was very 
effective. By the end of the 
show "Doctor Who Monster 
Mania" had hit- In fact, the only 
other villains to receive better 
viewer response were the 
Cybermen and the Daleks. 


In "Web of Fear," the character Alastair Gordon Lethbrldge- 
Stewart was introduced When that name is heard now. It is 
associated with Nicholas Courtney. But, the director of the 
show, Douglas Cornfield, had originally cast Courtney as 
Captain Knight, a subordinate of Colonel Lethbridge-

companion. The Doctor, concerned about 
Zoe understanding what she is getting into, 
akes a televisor and shows her a vision of his 
e nem ie s . Th i s open ed the d oor for a BBC fi rst, a 
Doctor Who rerun- The Doctor shows Zoe "Evil 
of the Daleks," (complete with a one -minute 
Troughton voice-over explaining the events 
leading up to the situation). The audience 
responded to the rerun by delivering even 
higher ratings than the show received the 
first time around! Unfortunately, the BBC, to 
this day, still doesn't seem to understand the 
phenomenon and only rarely reruns a show. 




Stewart (who was to be piayed by David Langdon). Just 
before production started, La ngdon was offered a majorrole 
in "Z-Cars," and backed-out of Doctor Who Cornfield, in 
desperation, turned to Courtney to take over the part. Says 
Courtney, "He asked if I would mind very much playing the 
Colonel instead of the Captain? Well, to my way of thinking, 
it was q better part, and it was a promotion." David Lang- 
don's part on "Z-Car$" was written out after only one year; 
Nicholas Courtney still shows up now and then. 

"Fury From the Deep" saw the introduction of another long- 
term "companion/' the sonic screwdriver, th© tire gouge- 
looking tool that can do most anything. It was introduced as 
an electronic "key " In "Fury," the Doctor, finding on inspec- 
tion hatch on a gas pipe locked, fumbles in his pockets until 
he finds the device. He aims if at the hatch and activates it. 
As expected, the hatch opens. The Doctor turns to Victoria, 
grins and says, "Meat, isn't it?' 

At the end of "Wheel in Space," the Doctor welcomes a new 


The next two stories posed a problem for script editor Derrick 
Sherwin. "The Dominators" just wouldn't work as a six-parter 
and the four-part "The Mind Robber" did not have any sets, 
guests, or costumes ready. He forged ahead anyway, cut- 
ting "The Dominators" back to five parts and writing a new 
episode for "The Mind Robber." Sherwin used some robot 
costumes leftover from a BBC-2 show, and a set consisting of 
white walls, floors and ceilings -suggesting the unreal. In 
later episodes, the Special Effects people would create the 
unreal using stop-motion animation. Stop- mot ion, used in 
such films as "The Golden Voyage of Sinbad/' is a process 
whereby a miniature model is photographed, then it is 
moved slightly and another photograph is taken. This pro- 
cess is repeated, again and again. When the photographs 
are put together, they give the impression of movement. 

Even though Doctor Who was in its fifth year on television, 
there was much more to introduce and many more direc- 
tions to try. One such direction was taken in the eight-part 
story "The Invasion." Colonel Lefhbridg e-Stewart returned, 
but in the interim he had been promoted to Brigadier- 
General and had been assigned to head the newly-formed 
UNIT, Because the army and its leaders were being por- 
trayed in a positive manner, the Ministry of Defense granted 
director Douglas Camfield permission to use a battaiion of 
Coldstream guards for the climactic battle at the end of 
episode eight. This was also the first story for Terra nee Dicks as 
script editor 

During production of "The Seeds of Doom," Patrick Trough ton 
made the decision to quit the series. He formally announced 
his decision on February 9th, 1969. A new Doctor was 
selected, but the information was withheld from the public. 
Almost as an omen, the only time the cast has ever caused 
an accident was during this production. While waiting fora 
shot to be set up, Tony Hatwood, in full Ice Warrior regalia, 
wandered off toward a public road. A woman driver, seeing 
the green creature, panicked, hit the curb and went off the 
road into a ditch. Fortunately, th© woman wasn't hurt 

April 1 9th, 1 969 was the day transmission of "The War Ga mes" 
began. It was intended to be a si/-part story, but was 
stretched out to ten while the fate of the show was decided, 
In the six years of production, the budget had not signifi- 
cantly increased, but production costs had. The decision 
was mad© to wind up the show. "Star Trek" would get the first 
BBC run in Doctor Who's time slot, during the summer; peo- 
ple like Terry Nation were contacted about ideas fora new 
show. When none of the ideas panned out, the green light 



was given to producer Peter Bryant for another season. For 
the first time, Doctor Who would be in color and shot exclu- 
sively on video tape. July 1st, 1969, the announcement was 
made -the replacement for Patrick Troughton would be 
famed comedian Jon Pertwee. But, during negotiations for 
the new series, studio time was tost to other shows. In other 
words, the crew was back in business, but had no place to do 
that business. Once again, the show looked as if it would be 
cancelled. 

It seems as though Doctor Who. even in the early years, was 
often treated 'as a secondn^lass show. As mentioned, it 
wasn't until the end of the Troughton era that the BBC 
decided to shoot the series in color. In the next Whovian 
Times we will cover the Pertwee Era (Part One) in "The Early 
Years."

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new shows, such as Chris ("Blake's 7} Bouchers new series 
Space Cop" which, up to a week ago, was being touted as 
Doctor Who r s "adult replacement." 

But there is good news too. Bid Cotton has said, publicly, we 
will be getting a season of reruns to fill the gap. Okay, to you 
in the States where reruns are common practice that might 
seem like "yawnsville" news, but to repeat-starved Britain ifs 
absolute manna from heaven. 

As well, the move to an autumn slot will mean the series 
going back to its traditional venue-where it always was 
before all the mucking about started; shoving the pro- 
gramme on every day, except Sunday, for ridiculously short 
seasons at absurd time slots, with ludicrous episode lengths. 
Having suffered more movement than a laxative inspires. 
Doctor Who will finally go back to 25-minute episodes, 
shown Saturdays, once a week, over a six month season-just 
as everyone, APART FROM BBC PROGRAMME PLANNING, has 
been advocating for the last five years. 

And on a serious note, the seven month suspension period 
will also a l low the " powers-that-be" time to reflect on Doctor 
Who's budgetary status. The BBC's main argument for can- 
cellation was that Doctor Who is expensive to make, both in 
terms of money and resources. Vet the money side of that 
argument was shot to pieces in the press when it was 
pointed out that Doctor Who is one of the few shows which 
generates ten times the amount, in revenue, it costs to 
produce. 

Despite that, Doctor Who sees virtually nothing of its income, 
the sole "ex gratia" payment being the small investment sum 
BBC Enterprises puts into each serial, which normally gets 
spent designing a nd building the monsters, or, occasionally, 
financing overseas filming. 

To give you an idea how tight things are, here are two facts 
from "Revelation of the Qaleks"--the serial which ends the 
current British season in March. Firstly, the greater majority of 
the sets ore borrowings from other programmes- mostly from 
light entertainment and variety shows, with repressing s 
a nd caret u 1 1 y posi ti oned p rops Nd i ng thei r qu 6z sh ow orig- 
ins, Secondly, in a desperate bid to re-awaken public 
appreciation for the Daleks (who first brought the seriesfame 
in 1963) Richard Gregory of "lmagineering"--the firm that 
redesigned the Cybermen for "Earth shock" -quoted a price 
of just 700 pounds per machine to precision -build six Doleks 
for the programme, engineered and polished to a standard 
as high as anything seen in a "Star Wars" film Constructed in 
high quality materials, and using Ray Cusick's original Dalek 
blueprints, the six new Daleks would be durable enough to 
stand any number of promotional outings, and many years 
use in future Doctor Who serials. 

With its freelance budget spent for this year, the Doctor Who 
Production Office had to turn down that offer... 

To end this first column on an upswing though. I'd like to 
mention a contributor fo Doctor Who whose work otherwise 
tends to go uncredited. When, by fair mea ns or foul, you get 
to see the new serial "Mark of the Rani * spare a thought for 
the creator of the beautiful miniature dinosaurs (including a 
baby Tyrannosaurus Rex) that appear, Stan Mitchell, who 
sculpted them— and the new Silurians seen in "Warriors of the 
Deep"-- came to the BBC a couple of years ago after learn- 
ing his trade in one of London's foremost tourist attractions; 
"Madame Tussauds Waxworks." Several of the lifelike figures 
now on display in "Tussauds" are his— so, if you're ail very 
good, I might tell you in a future column which ones they are.

When Ron Katz first asked me to contribute a news diary 
column for '"The Whovian Times," I never dreamed the first 
piece 1 would write would be a funeral oration for the entire 

Doctor Who series 

Yet, had this edition gone to press but a week or so earlier, 
that dream would have been an all-too-corporeaf night- 
mare. 

No doubt, by now, most of you are aware of the incredible 
scenes that have taken place worldwide, precipitated by 
the BBCs announcement, on February 27th, that they 
intended "resting" Doctor Who. When the decision was 
made by the "powers-that-be" on Television Centre's 6fh 
floor (whose devious machinations pale "Dynasty's" into 
insignificance) they expected some ripples of discontent 
from Doctor Who's loyal fans 

What they never expected, and indeed what the U K fans 
never expected, was a vast tidal wove of anger and outrage 
from the ordinary members of the British public, expressed 
everywhere from individual letters of protest to vast cam- 
paigns organised by the national' daily newspapers. 

All of a sudden Doctor Who had allies in the most unex- 
pected of quarters, "The Daily Telegraph"- a "Wall Street 
Joumal"*type newspaper-blasted the rumours of cancella- 
tion across its front page, inciting terse comment and much 
"sabre rattling" amongst those eider statesmen who run our 
nation. 

Even 17V, the Independent Television Network, and by defini- 
tion, Doctor Who's traditional opposition, ran extensive fea- 
tures and interviews on its news and magazine programmes, 
alt expressing horror at the BBCs decision, and all unanimous 
in advocating immediate re-in statement for the country's 
most loved science -fiction serial. 

As things stand now, the BBC has done some back pedal- 
ling. Bill Cotton, the Director General of the BBC, personally 
contacted David Saunders (Co-ordinator of the Dr Who 
Appreciation Society) to say in effect, "Call your dogs off, 
you've got what you want " Doctor Who is firmly back on the 
BBC schedules, but, due to reshuffled studio bookings in the 
wake of the initial cancellation, it won't go back into produc- 
tion until January 1986. 

For us in the U K. It means we will not see any more new 
serials until September 1986: the start of the autumn broad- 
casting season. 

This is all bad news insofar that it will be the longest gap ever 
between new shows. Previous to that, the longest we have 
had to wait was the nine month eternity (or so it seemed) 
between Tom Baker's departure in "Logopolis" and Refer 
Davison's debut in "Castrovalva." 


When the BBC shot publicity photos for the "Five Doctors, 
Tom Baker did not show up. We're not sure if the other Doctors 
were put out or happy. However, we discovered a bunch of 
photos from that day. You see, they had a wax dummy of 
Baker from Madame Tussauds. As you can see, the Doctors 
did have their fun with the Baker dummy, This was the only 
picture we could print in the Times (not at l of DWFCA is made 
up of adults, you knowh 
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As you probably noticed, we changed the 1983 name of-K 
"Whovian Festival" to "Doctor Who Festival," for 1985, The 
name is a little less esoteric for the uninitiated. Thus far, the 
name is the only thing that has changed about the DWFCA 
Festivals, In the first seven cities wo ve visited, we've enter- 
tained over 1 2,000 fans. Some of the shows were smaller than 
others, but no matter., the quality was there at every show! 
We opened in Pennsylvania, at the Valley Forge Convention 
Center, with Colin Baker and John Nathan-Turner. Whafa hit! 
We've received so many kind letters. The only problem we 
had was the *!?#!*& autograph line! Well, they were the 
guinea pigs-now, the autograph lines aren't nearly such a 
drag. 

From there, we took J N-T and Peter Davison on a "whistle- 
stop" tour through Florida Another hit. Even Peter Davison, 
usualiy shy and mild-mannered, said he had "so much fun", 
he was never [setter. Indeed; knowing Peter, we only gave 
him five minutes for his opening speech, hut, '^ter and the 
Tampa crowd turned on to one another to well, he took a 
half-hour to finish! On to Gainesville and the ODome-what 
a cosmic setting fora Doctor Who Festival. Then, to Tallahas- 
see, where the crowd wasn't as big as in Gainesville, but it 
was another terrific group of fans. 

The fifth stop was Madison, Wisconsin. Thaf scared me out of 
ten years! There were only 300 pre-sold tickets by show time, 
in this huge facility, By the end of the night we had nearly 
1600 fans on our hands, who couldn't have had more fun 
and still be legal! Katy Manning and Terrance Dicks were our 
guests for the weekend. 

We broke down the show and got to bed at 1:00 a m , woke 
up at 4:00 a,m, and drove to Chicago, ’where we opened at 
9:00 am The hall was packed and we all had a riot. On© 
Whovian asked "the" question about posing nude with the 
Da leks... however, he asked it of Terra ncel Terra nee looked so 
shocked, but like the pro he is, assured the inquirer he really 
hadn't done anything of the sort. Katy was fid of her first-day 
jitters, and drove the crowd wild. 

Then, w© broke down tha+ show and drove to St, Louis! By th is 
time, Katy and Terrance wondered what they had gotten 
themselves into, However, we had so much fun, th© trip went 
quickly. The crowd was very light in St. Louis, but very 
responsive. 

So far, in every town we've been fa we're proud to say that 
eve ry fa n . wh o wa nted to, g of to m ©et ou r g uests a nd g el a n 
a utograph. They were also treated to the Doctor Who Exhibit, 
a rare Doctor Who double -feature screening, a hilariously 
fun costume contest a question and answer forum and 
nearly as much merchandise as anyone could want. 

Our next stops are Portland, Oregon and San Jose, California . 
Again, we'll feature John Nathan-Turner, and joining the tour 
will be the second Doctor, Pa trick Trough ton. We're looking 
forward to that! Future shows are being planned for Boston, 
New Hampshire, New York City, Rochester/ Buffalo, Atlanta, 
Cincinnati, New Orleans, Houston, Phoenix, Kansas City,. 
Denver, Indianapolis, Nashville, Milwaukee, Minneapolis/ St. 
Paul, Los Angeles, San Francisco and "Who" knows where 
else! 

Last, but not least the Doctor Who Festival Tour has served as 
a great fund raiser for PBS. Not only does a percentage of the 
gate go to the host city' s PBS affiliate, but our celebrities have 
been kind enough to help the stations, personally In each 
city we've been to (except one), our guest stars have made 
either five or taped appearances to raise money for the 
stations. Alf in all, if s been great fun, although a lot of hard 
work is involved, We f re going to keep it up as long as the 
response rs good. The competition Is really fierce There 
seems to be a different "Doctor Who Con" every weekend,, 
some where,,, this tour and that. Everyone wants to have a 
convention. Fortunately, for all of us, there is only one Doctor 
Who Festival Tour (I wonder when someone wifi copy that 
name.

'Cause I was eleven years old, and I had a high- 
pitched falsetto voice, i ll give you an extract now, if 
you like.

My career started off, therefore, fairly illustriously. I then 
did a series of repertory appearances in places like 
Guildford, which was then a repertory theatre, Liver- 
pool, Canterbury, Harrowgate, and Ed in borough. I 
think I'm running out fast- that sail I can think of. And 
then my first television was colled "Road to Freedom," 
which was a thirteen episode, classic -what you call a 
"Masterpiece Theatre-type" show, in which t played a 
rapist Then, "Cousin Bette," which was shown over 
here, by Balzac-that was a six episoder. Then I got a 
fairly nice part in a series called "War and Peace," by 
Tolstoy (the English version), with Anthony Hopkins-I 
say English version because there's been an American 
version and I play the part played by Vittorio Gassman 
in the movie, I played Count Anatoie Karagin, the 
elopist with Natasha, the unpleasant character. 
Scores of one-off tellies in between, and then a char- 
acter called Paul Merrony in "The Brothers." 1 suppose 
you could call him an English prototype for J.R.- which 
is what gained a certain notoriety for me in Britain; 
which meant that I was constantly being attacked by 
people like Anthony Ain ley in the street telling me that 
1 was an unpleasant sort of cove. Really I should be 
playing the Master, and he should play the Doctor- 
because Anthony is such a nice, charming, warm 
person, and Tm an awful shit 


in 


He's very modest He's actually a huge sex symbol i 
England. 


Huge being the operative word, I did "The Brothers" for 
three or four years. After that as often happens in the 
wake, in Britain, of a successful IV series ..we have the 
wrong idea. People like success in America, so if 
you're successful in a series, then you tend to get other 
employment People aren't so keen on success in 
England-they think if$ somewhat invidious— so if you 
do something rather good, they then decide you 
have to be taken down a peg, so you don't get 
employed by anybody. So, for five years I had no 
employment at all in television. I did a lot of touring in 
theatre, then a part in "Biake's 7." leading to a small 
part in Doctor Who, leading to meeting Jphn Nathan- 
Turnecand ultimately making him think of me in terms 
of playing the Doctor. 


WT: What was your familiarity with the show af that time? 


WeN, 1 saw the first show, 23rd November 1963. Since 
then I'd watched most of the Hartnells, most of the 
Troughtons, a little of the Pertwee and Baker eras, 
'cause 1 was working in theatre then and it wason-this 
was in the days before VTR machines being in every 
home-so if you weren't in to see it, you didn't see it. I 
caught up a little with the Davison stories, because it 
happened to be on at a time when I could catch it. 
So, I've always been very strongly aware, and if J was 
available 1 always tried to watch it. It was a show I had 
a great deal of time for, some of the best stuff that 
British television has to offer. 

WT: And when Mr. Nathan-Turner got in touch with you, 

how much of an idea did he already have of how he 
wanted the new Doctor played? How did the current 
character develop? 

CB: i think what happens is that the producer looks for 

someone who is going to play the role the way he 
wants it played-and the playing of the Doctor very 
much depends on the personality of the actor con- 
cerned. You do have to draw very heavily on whatever 
it is that makes you.. particularly "charismatic" 
(laughs), (And please when you print this interview 
put that word in quotes, 'cause there's a certain 
amount of self-parody involved in that... I think you 
have to ask John what he saw in me that made him 
think I was ideal for It.) We then discussed the way we 
thought I'd like to play the part, just so we could 
reassure ourselves we knew what we were doing. 
There wasn't an element of "Why don't we play it Irish 
with a limp" -there's no point. I mean if$ me, or ifs 
nobody. 

WT: What parts of yourself do you see in the way you play 
the Doctor, and in what ways is that character radi- 
cally different from the way you are? 

CB: i know that tn this glorious country of yours, you go in for 

a great deal of self-analysis, and everyone has their 
private analyst in the kitchen, and they open the 
fridge door and there's the analyst to tell them exactly 
what they're thinking and feeling; in fact, it doesn't 
quite work like that in England. We're a little more 
sang-froid and strff upper Up. So, in fact, I couldn't 
really say clearly what those elements are. I mean, if \ 
actually knew about it, it would probably make it 
more difficult to do. Suffice it to say that there is a 
merging of the Doctor in the script and the Colin Baker 
who reads if, and the end result is what you see on the 
screen as the Doctor. 

WT: What are the differences between Doctor Who and 
the other shows that you've done? 

CB; As well as the Cult following it has in America, it also 
has a sort of cu Irish (not with such a big "c")fee1 to It in 
Eng land, particularly amongst the acting profession. It 
does mean that the "shining lights" in our profession 
are anxious to appear in the show, because they 
regard it as a fun thing to do. Especially actors for 
children, because careers have been made in the 
eyes of actors' ch ildren. They play Hamlet at Stratford; 
but then they get a part in Doctor Who, and their kids 
f i nai \ y ta ke th em serio usly a s a n ac tor! And th i s mea ns 
that you do get to work with pretty decent people, 
people like Janet Fielding, (in case, in the interview it 
seems a bit odd that I should suddenly mention Janet 
Fielding, she was just walking past, dear reader, while i 
was talking ) 

WT: Given that the Doctor is a hero, how does one go 

about bringing depth to the role? 

CB: 1 take your point; because heroes are sort of archetyp- 
ical^ bland. There is a blandness to the hero role in a 
lot of drama. However, in Doctor Who, thaf s not the 
case; because even though he is a hero, he has an 
abrasive edge to him. He's not the sort of pure, stridi ng 
hero Of romantic fiction. He is, in fact, a selfish, cranky, 
whimsical, idiosyncratic hero who can be rude, or 
abrupt, or unpredictable or downright unpleasant at 
times! His heroism lies in his ultimate goals and aims, 
rather than his everyday actions. So, in that sense, if s 
not difficult to add a bit of roughness to it 
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Have you a preference among theatre, television and 
film? 

Not really. Hike working in film; although the difference 
between television and film is only that some of it is on 
videotape and some of it's on film, A lot of television is 
done all on film, I like working on film, because you 
can concentrate on the individual section and get 
that right; whereas, rn television you're more against 
time, and working on videotape tends to be a quicker 
procedure. So there's less time for the artist to actually 
take time to get it absolutely right They're prepared to 
buy it much quicker as long as the technical things 
are right. 

Are you taking any steps to avoid typecasting when, 
however many years in the future, you decide if s time 
to move on? 

I don't think there's any point even thinking about 
that. When I was in the other series I was talking about, 
Th© Brothers," I never thought ! would get typecast— I 
was playing the villain, and f thought, "Well, thaf s 
something that I ca n slip into other roles quite easiiy/'- 
but I was; typecasting is done by others, not yourself. 
You can't avoid it unless you can program people's 
minds. I only hove the consolation of looking back on 
my predecessors in the role, and in noease has it been 
that they have been prevented from working in inter- 
esting work after Doctor Who. Peter's done a hell of a 
lot since he stopped; Tom's at National Theatre; Jon 
Pertwee did "Worzel Gummidge/' Patrick Troughton is 
one of our greatest character actors. I don't think if so 
problem. 

Do you find that there's a difference between fans 
here and in the U.K.? 

Generalizations are invidious, but if a generalization 
has to be made, 3 would say thaf the fa n in America is 
older than the British fan, and that there are more 
women among the American fans. The British fan 
tends to be sort of late teens/ early twenties, male, the 
sort of person who'd be interested in computers, who's 
also got an interest in science fiction. Whereas, in this 
country, it s a broader spectrum of people who seem 
to be involved. There's an awful lot of following on 
university campuses, and Mensa groups, and things 
like that, which amazes me. 

Do you find that the publicity affects your personal 
life? 

I try to avoid that, because I do actually treasure my 
personal life, i mean, when I'm doing a convention like 
this, thats fair enough -thafs what fm here for. But 
when Heave work in London and drive the fifty miles to 
my home in the country, then, f walk through (if you 
like) a time warp, and i'm into my home life, and i 
value that. And my wife does not coll me the Doctor. 

What are your interests outside of acting? 

I'm very interested in sports. I don't take part as much 
now because I'm getting older; I still do play a little 
tennis. And 1 like games, as well -l play any kind of 
games— things like Trivial Pursuit, which is very popular 
now When I was a single man I used to go to the pub a 
lot and drink and piay darts, and go to soccer 
matches. Now i watch it on television, l like soccer. I like 
watching tennis; I like watching horse racing, show 
jumping, that sort of thing, i read as much as I can. But 
actually now, doing Doctor Who, there's very little 
spare time to take up. 

Is there a dream rofe that you'd like to play?
